The subject for our message to- 
night was presented to my mind sev- 
eral days ago when there was some- 
thing said about suffering in this 
world for the sake of the Christian 
religion. Many thoughts presented 


was lost in wonder. 

What pay is there in going so con- 
trary to the world ‘that it will make 
one so reverse from the general ten- 
dency that it will cause more or less 
pain and suffering? Why not go in an 
easier way? Why not have physicians 
and take medicine when sick and go 
on in the common wake of popular | 
Christianity? Why not just profess to} 
be a Christian and have no real ex-} 
perience that will cause one to be dif-| 
ferent from other people? Why not! 
leave off the other tongues and power 
of the Holy Ghost and fiery zeal that 
turns the world upside down? Why} 
not quit everything that draws per- 
secutions and go along in an easy 
life that never disturbs anybody or 
draws the fire from the enemy? 


I suppose similar questions to the 
above have passed through the minds 
of many honest inquirers when they 
have read of the great persecutions 
heaped upon the saints from the early 
days of Christianity until now. Tens 
of thousands of the best people that 
have ever peopled the earth have, in 
the face of all the oppositions and 
persecutions, decided to follow close 
after the lowly Nazarene, And I have 
observed during my short -career -as 
a Christian that the greater the per- 





“secutions the greater the inflow of 
people into the good way. There is 
something that attracts when the 


power is so strong as to cause péople 
to say, “These that have turned the 
world upside down are come hither 
(Acts 17:6.) 


_It seems strange enoagh to have 
suffering and glory yoked up together, 
but. these terms are very often used 
together in Scripture. The former is 
expressive of pain and distress, while 
the latter is the felicity of heaven. 
It has often been a noticeable fact that 
two men of the widest difference of 
temperament have been fast friends. 
And how quickly have we all seen one 
extreme follow another in quick- 
succession! So if one has to endure 
the most extreme suffering, why 
should it be thought strange that he 
should be plunged into extreme glory? 
“For I reckon that the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which shall 
be revealed in us?’ (Rom. 8:18.) 
Another Scripture that is in harmony 
with this teaching is given by Paul 
at 2 Cor. 4:17, “For our light afflic- 
tion, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding 
and eternal weight of glory.” 


fFaul seemed to know so much 
about this subject and what the future 
would be that he wagted to suffer. 
And he was not content unless he was 
stirring up something that would 
draw the fire of the enemy. He 
seemed to understand that it would be 
bet#ér for him in the next workKi.

And they 
certainly had it in for him in some 
way or he never would have written 
as he did. 

Paul’s catalogue of afflictions, 
cessities, distregses, stripes, 
prisonments, tumults, 
watchings, fastings, ete. is be- 
yond any comparison in these 
days. We know nothing about dan- 
gers and sufferings. Scarcely any of 
us know what it is to have any priva- 
tions such as Paul had. He was 
hungry and “nearly starved many 
times. At times he was dying and

Paul does not say just- what his 
perils were in every case, but he 
seemed to enjoy them. Speaking of 
perils shows that he was exposed to in- 
jury; he was in danger, but did not 
seem to mind it. When he was trav- 
eling and came to a river he plunged in 
and went across. The revised version 
says “in perils of rivers.’ And this 
makes me. believe he crossed many 
dangerous streams in order to carry 
the message to people on the other 
side. I wonder how many of our min- 
isters have waded streams and carried 
their clothes 
their heads in order to get to their 
appointments on the other side. 
Doubtless Paul did this many times, 
and probably crossed streams while 
the waters were swollen just after 
great rains. Evideritly he came near 
Icsing his life in this way more than 
once. 

And Paul fell among robbers. Don’t 
know why they did not kill him, but 
if he had any money I prestime they 
took it away from him, and likely 
took his clothes or any yaluables he 
chanced to have-with him. At least

After having considered the subject 
thus far we now feel safe in saying 
that they will get the best who en- 
dure the most without murmuring, 


the glory. We are getting ready for 
the coming of the Lord, and_ this 
means that we are to be put intd the 
refiner’s fire for final purification, and 
thorough preparation. You can” find 
the proof ofthis in the words of the 
prophet: “But who may abide the day 
‘of his coming? And who shall stand 
when he appeareth? for he.is like a 
refiner’s fire, and like fuller’s sope: 
and he shall sit as a refiner and puri- 
fier of silver.” (Mal. 3:2, 3.) If you 
know what it takes to purify and re- 
fine gilver you may know what it is 
going to mean to put us through the 
crucial test. And He will not permit 
a thing to come upon us that is not 
for our very best good. 

Paul utters an-interesting  state- 
ment along this same line. “If we 
suffer, we shall also reign with him.” 
(2 Tim. 2:12.) This is to say that 
those who will reign with Him will 
be put through this suffering. If you 
ean’t endure the suffering you will 
never sit with Him on His throne and 
reign with Him. But there will be 
some to sit with Jesus in His throne, 
and it can be you if you are able

_ I do not know how much more we 
will have to suffer this year, but if 
this financial depression continues 
there may be some suffering for want 
of food and raiment, and the other 
necessities of life, but if we endure 
the suffering without murmuring 
there will be a crown of glory await- 
ing us somewhere.
